In Fourth street, at thejunction of Vine, 
there waa another very handsome arch 
sprung across tbe street This arch was 
divided on both sides into 13 equal squares 
each excepting the centre , beariij; the name 
of one of the original States. The •fair?, 
representing-tbe key stone, had the arms of 
"ennBjlvania handsomely painted upon it. 

Over tbe centre, on tbe north front was 
be likeness of Washington—on tbe south 
front that of La Fayette, from which, on 
each side, was displayed the standard of the 
Uaioo, tbe whole sunnounted by the Amer¬ 
ican Eagle. From the west side of the 
Arch, waved the flag of France and from 
the east that of tbe United 8tates. 

Around the Arch, and over the names of 
the stales was tbe following motto:— 

“The Sous of Freemen welcome the 
Hero, who buroed to shed his 
best blood io the glorious 
cause of Liberty.” 

The arch rested upon two handsomely 
ornamented pillars. That on 'the East 
bore upon its north front, a handsome figure 
with suitable emblems representing plenty', 
with the motto prosperity the result of in¬ 
dustry. The Western pillar bore upon its 
uorth front a representation of Liberty, 
with tbe motto Liberty the result of Indus 
try.

In our hasty sketch of tbe jorocession 
yesterday, we were unable to make any 
remarks upon the great Civic Arch in Cbes- 
nut street, in front of tbe State House.

TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE. 

On the 18tb inst. about the middle of 
the day, there was a tremendous explosion 
at the Powder Factory of Messrs. Laffin 
and Loomis, in Lee, In some inconceiva¬ 
ble manner, a spark of fire was produced in 
the glazing-house, which instantly exploded; 
and in about half a minute there was an ex¬ 
plosion of the hot house, which was situat 
ed some rods from the other. In the glaz¬ 
ing house (hefe was about.26001b. of pow 
der, and In tbe hot house about 60001b. 
The effects of the explosion would have been 
still more dreadful, had it not been for 
the removal of 5 tons of Powder from the 
hot house a few days since. Both buildings 
were blown to atoms, and tbe fragments 
felt in all directions, some have been car 
ried to the distance of from a quarter Io a 
half a mile. Most of the timbers were 
shivered to pieces, but one stick, of the 
weight of three or four hundred,- was car¬ 
ried nearly fifty rods. About thirty build 
ings ia the vicinity more or less injured; a 
groat portion of (he windows broken 
boards torn ofl^ and in some instances tbe 
roofs raised. It is a curious fact, that in some 
cases, windows and boards was broken in 
by the pressure on the outside; and in other 
eases they were broken out by the superior 
pressure of tbe air on the inside, after tbe 
force on the outside was exhausted. 

But the fragments, scattered over this 
scene of desolation, might be viewed with 
comparative insensibility were they not 
mingled with the blood and broken bodies 
of our fellow creatures. Four men, Tar- 
gee, Spatks, Beeclwpnd^Iinckley, were 
in or near the glazing house al the time of 
the explosion. Targee was found dead on 
tbe margin of the river, his body much 
bruised and burnt and partially covered 
with the fragments of tbe buildings. Sparks 
was found dreadfully mangled, and his 
bowels torn out. Beach was thrown about 
40 roda into the mill pond, sod was not 
found, fur some hours alter the catastrophe, 
lliuckley was blown some distance iuto the 
river, and is since dead.

RUSSIAN THEA l iilCALS. 

The following extract of a letter from 
St. Petersburgh, dated May the 3d, gives us 
a faint idea how one of tho best plays of 
our immortal Bard hag been mutilated (both 
io its translation and adoption) in one of 
the principal cities of the Russian Em¬ 
pire .—London Paper. 

“Aa I have now enumerated th« princi¬ 
pal atnufteinen'8 of thncily.witk the excep¬ 
tion of theatrical ooes, l shall proceed tu 
relate to you to what * high pitch of refine¬ 
ment the Rus-ians have Arrived in that 
respect, by describing )o you the ptjrform- 
anoea at the Theatre en Monday evening 
last, which commenced with Shakspe&re’a 
tragedy of Othello. Othello appeared in 
a military cocked hat, Russian boots, nnd 
something over hi< shoulders more resem¬ 
bling a Roman togs than any other theatri¬ 
cal apparel which I can liken to it. Th* 
Senators all wore large hqlmetsand sandala. 
Thi*, as you may imagine, had a most ri¬ 
diculous effect. Cassio appears to be drink¬ 
ing with a mixed company in a tavern, 
when logo enters and sings a sung, the 
subject of which is, that EngtLbineu can 
never fight till they have eaten roast beef 
and drank sufficient to make them insensi¬ 
ble of what they are duing. (ago and 
Cassio then danced a mock minuet, when 
Casern sung a aong, and the other charac¬ 
ters joined in chorus. In the fight which 
took place between Cassio and Hodorigo, 
the seat of the latter svas pierced first by 
Csssi o arpl then (ago. lloderigo, aflei 
•bout ha.f a dozen summersets (Rafter the 
style of Grimaldi,] tumbled down at the 
hark of the stage. A wheelbarrow was 
then brought on the stage, guarded by a file 
nf soldiers, in whirh were placed both 
Cassio and Roderigo, tffld wheeled oil. 
Othello smothered Dusdcrnona, with a pil¬ 
low, at least six feet in length. Emilia then 
came running in, pursued by her husband 
with a naked sword in his hand, who aiming 
at his wife,struck Othello aad both imme¬ 
diately fell to fighting, when logo was toor- 
lally wounded, und drove off in the same 
bat row which cuuveyed away Cassio and 
Rodetig i. Otlfrllo then rushed to the back 
uf the stage, and al ter imprinting a few kis¬ 
ses on the cheek of his murdered wife, fell 
on ’.its award qnd then died. The house was 
very Tull, it being the first night ol its being 
pet formed in Bt. Petersburgh, The house 
is smaller than the Haymarket und lighted 
with oil, which causes a most disng-ueablo 
smell. 1 think, from the description which 
l have here furnished you with, you will 
perceive what conception the Russians have 
of one of the moat deservedly admired 
Tragedies of the fust tragic genius of th* 
world,*’

DEATH OF LOUIS XVIU. 

The death of the king of Frunce, was an¬ 
nounced at Liverpool, on the 16th of.Sep¬ 
tember, the day the James Cropper sailed. 
Previous accounts repr< vented him as en¬ 
tirely helpless, so swollen, feeble and broke* 
downy that no hopes were entertained of 
Ilia recovery. The f.ondon Courier says, 
It ia not likely (hat the demise of tbe King 
wifi occasion any change in the councils or 
in the policy of France. Her present min¬ 
isters are said to possess the confidence of 
the heir to the throne, who is also popular
